Germany and her allied powers at the capital of the nations with 
which she is at war to bring these proposals to the Attention of 
Germany's enemies. 


The proposition which Germany advises in these negotia- 
tions are according to Germany appropriate for the establish- 
ment of lasting peace. 


The governments of Vienna, Constantinople and

The note was also communicated to the Vatican at Rome and 
to all other neutral powers. 


The note was the first announcement of Germany's inten- 
tion and was wired from the official press bureau today to neu- 
tral countries.

The Chancellor asked the neutral nations which represent 


Germany and her allied powers at the capital of the nations with 
which she is at war to bring these proposals to the Attention of 
Germany's enemies. 


The proposition which Germany advises in these negotia- 
tions are according to Germany appropriate for the establish- 
ment of lasting peace. 


The governments of Vienna, Constantinople and 
Sofia 
transmitted identical notes. 


The note was also communicated to the Vatican at Rome and 
to all other neutral powers. 


The note was the first announcement of Germany's inten- 
tion and was wired from the official press bureau today to neu- 
tral countries.
